AFRAID TO FACE THE MUSIC. 


At Least This Is the Yarn He Tells to 
a Reporter Who Found Him 
at Home. 


Judge Murphy, who was elected to pre- 
@ide over the St. Louis Court of Criminal 
Correction, was taking life easy, while five 
of the most important cases that have come 
up in the tribunal where he is supposed to 

‘administer justice were juggled with and 
then continued until the legal tangle due to 
this absence could be straightened out. 

He had caused it to be stated that he was 
out of town and Louls Zepp, the clerk, had 
told the attorneys and others interested that 
his honor had ‘left fof some point in the 
country on important business and would 
be detained there till Monday. Mr. Zepp said 
that the Judge had taken an Iron Mountain 
train, but that he was not aware of the 
point where he had disembarked. 

But all the while that attorneys, wit- 
messes and clerks were worried as to what 
to do Wednesday morning, the Judge was 
resting upon a sofa in his home, 4974 Lotus 
street. 

He was not sick; he was not ill; he had no 
other business to attend to. He simply 
shirked his duty to gratify a personal 
spite, and this he admitted to a reporter 
Jater in the day. 

The story of the annoyance and confusion 

caused by this Judge’s action was told in 
Wednesday's Post-Dispatch. It was an hour 
after court should have opened before a 
provisional Judge, in the person of Ben- 
jamin F. Klene, could be appointed, and 
then, after he had ascended the bench, there 
was the point raised that he was not 
eligible because he at present holds the of- 
fice of State Senator. 
’ As error might creep into trials before 
him, the State’s Attorney decided to post- 
pone all cases and consequently one day was 
lost. The State had been put to the expense 
of a session without any result and a host

A reporter for the Post-Dispatch found 
Judge Murphy at his home on Lotus street 


Wednesday afternoon. He was in the garden,- 


to one side of the pleasant house that is on 
the corner next to King’s highway, and 
there he received a reporter. His Honor was 
quite picturesque as he stood among the 
early spring vegetables that weresepoking 
their heads of green above the brown soil, 
and he leaned upon the handle of a hoe 
while he conversed, occasionally emphasiz- 
ing hie remarks with a dig at a presumptu- 
ous weed that was within reach. 

‘He was clad in a white cotton shirt that 
Was open at the neck and exposed a well- 
tanned chest. His trousers had evidentiy 
been in the garden many a time before, and 
had become frayed around the bottoms, be- 
cause the judge had forgotten to turn them 
out of the reach of the heavy square heeis 
that were on the thick leather boots. 

His expressive bald head that has grown 
to be such a familiar sight rising above the 
desk in the Court of CnNminal Correction, 
was covered with a tall straw hat that years 
azo was new. His fage was flushed from tne 
warmth of midday, and his arms, that were 
bare from the elbow, were as tanned as was 
the V-shape of the chest that was exposed. 

“And what can I do for you?” he asked, 
after he had tndicated with the hoe handle 
just how the reporter should step so as not 
to touch any of the vegetables. Thus guided, 
the visitor approached carefully between 
a row of early beans and some pea vines 
that were looking longingly up for some- 
thing to cHng to. 

“Judge, the report down-town is that you 
@re out of town; indeed it was so given out 
in court.’’ 

“Well, I'm not,” he replied. “This is pretty 
far out, but it is within the city lmits. 
However, I am going out of town. I ex- 
pect to leave on the Merchants’ Exchange 
excursion.” 

“When will you be back on the bench?’ 

“That I can not say. Possibly not till 
Monday.” 

“They eay, Judge, that you absented your- 
self so as not to try the cases of the elec- 
bn judges that were up for this morn-

“What did they do with those cases?’ 


he asked, becoming suddenly much inter- 
ested. 

The reporter informed him that nothing 
had been done and told of the appointment 
of State Senator Klene as Special Judge, 


His Honor frowned. “That is very un- 
fortunate,” he said. “Of course the Sen- 
ator is not qualified to sit, and Mr. Mulvi- 
hill did what was right. When they want- 
ed a judge why didn’t they go to Zachritz. 
He is the one who should have appointed 
the provisional occupant of the bench, and 
I thought they would go to him.”’ 

“But, Judge, now they have got into a 
muddle will you not come down and resume 
your seat on the bench?” ° 

“T shall do nothing of the sort,” he re- 
plied, testily. ‘“‘Let them fight it out.’ 

Nothing was said for fully a minute and 
His Honor made a vigorous onslaught upon 
sOme weeds, then resting again on the hoe 
handle he asked: 

“Do you wish to know the true reason 
why I did not attend court this morning 
and why I shall not go there this week?’ 

The reporter said that it was to learn 
th's that he had come out on Lotus street. 

“Well,” said the Judge, slowly and de- 
liberately, “I shall never try any case in 
which the Joneses are interested. I have 
such an opinion of them that I could not 
do them justice from the bench and it is 
better that I remain away.” 

(Tkia reference by Judge Murphy was to 
Col. C. H. Jones, editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch, and Mr. G. W. Jones, Chairman of 
the Board of Election Commissioners. The 
cases which the Judge dodged compel the 
attendance in court of the Chairman of the 
Election Board.) 

“Then,” the reporter asked, “‘you will not 
try any election cases?’ 

“I shall not try a case in which any one 
of the Joneses is interested,” he repeated. 

“And if the cases are not disposed of 
Friday will you take them up?” 

*‘No, I shall remain away until they are 
disposed of.”’ 

“Why do you take this stand?” 

“Because,”’ said Judge Murphy, deliher- 
ately, “they are such liars.”’ 

“Then, Judge, you do not find life on the 
bench of the Court of Criminal Correction 
a pleasant one?’ 

“No, I do not, for the reason that every 
newspaper in St. Louis lies about me ani 
all the editors are liars. Now, for instance, 
look at the case of the prize fighters. The 
newspapers reported that I discharged the 
men because there was no written agree- 
ment.

SHE TOOK CHILDREN, COWS AND 
OTHER IMPEDIMENTS. 


HER HUSBAND’S TALE OF WoF. 


Says His Wife Offered Him $1,000 to 
Leave Her and He’s Sorry 
He Refused. 


William Robben, after peddling milk all 
day, returned to his home, 2846 Chippewa 
street, Wednesday evening, to find that his 
wife and five children, all of the householc 
furniture, his clothes, a gold watch and 
chain, $75 and five of his best cows were 
missing. 

George Good, son of the landlady, who 
lived up-stairs, was also missing. Robben’s 
clothes fit Good. 

On the front door-step Robben found this 
note; 


“Dear William: I leave you twelve cows 
in the shed, which will do a little towards 
keeping you alive. Your wife, 
“THERESA.” 


The woes of Robben have been many, in- 
cluding infelicity and a fortune-teller, but 
it was this last blow that caused the dairy 
man to visit the Four Courts Thursday and 
ask the police to find his cattle and his 
wife. He wanted the cows because of their 
intrinsic value, and he wanted his wife be- 
cause she had violated a compact whereby 
she had agreed to give him $1,000 of Guod’s 
money if he (Robben) would leave her. 

A year ago this month Mrs. Robben visited 
a fortune-teller and paid $1 to find out that 
her husband was going to die in May of 1897. 

Mrs. Robben insured her husband’s life for 
$1,000 on the strength of this forecast, ania 
week later she offered him $1,000 if he would 
leave her. Robben said she told him that 
she could get the money from Good. Robben 
declined to give up his claim on her affec- 
tions for a paltry thousand so then she 
said that any time he would leave her be- 
fore May, 1897, she would give him the 
amount. 

But Robben hung to h!s work, remained 


with his wife and apparently loved her and | 


the children. , 

One warm afternoon last fall Robben got 
home earlier than usual from his milk route 
and earlier than he was expected. He 
caught his wife and Good in the stable. 

She promised to be true to him after that, 
and all was well in the Robben househo!d 
until the last day of the month. Then Mrs. 
Robben’s faith in the abilities of fortune- 
tellers to foretell the deaths of husbands 
was shattered. Robben was still alive, and 
was heariier and healthier than when his 
death was predicted. 

Mrs. Robben then went to her husband 
and pulled the $1,0 reward for her liberty 
down. She now offered him only $500 to 
leave her, and he laughed at her. But his 
laugh Is now a groan. 

Wednesday a moving van backed up to 
the Robben’s house while he was away, and 
all of the household furniture was packed 
into it. The five children, four boys and a 
girl, occupied seats on top of the van, and 
five of the best cows in the dairy were tied 
behind the wagon. When the caravan 
ws gy away, a shepherd dog followed in the 
wake, 

When Robben got home he read his wife’s 
note of farewell, then went in search of 
Good, but the latter was not at home. 

Thursday morning Robben again called 
for Good but neither was he there then. 
Robben then went to the Four Courts. He 
regretted exceedingly he had not accepted 
$1,000 a year ago and again regretted 
he had not accepted $500 a week ago. 

He gave a description of his wife. She is 
36 years old; he thinks she is pretty; large 
and fat and wighs 180 pounds. | 

The police sa'd they would see what they 
could do for Robben.

HERE TO INSPECT 
HS COMMAND 


MAJ.-GEN. BROOKE A GUEST AT 
JEFFERSON BARRACKS. 


SEES ROOM FOR IMPROVEMENTS 


Will Not Discuss the Post’s Future, 
but Says It Is Not in 


Jeopardy. 


Maj.-Gen. J. R. Brooke, commander of the 
Department of Missouri, / at Jefferson Rar- 
racks, making his first acqnaintance with 
the post. He is here, he says, for the first 
time in his army career, to acquaint him- 
self with the needs of the barracks, just as, 
in turn, he is to visit cach other post in his 
command. 

The visit, Gen. Brooke declares, has noth- 
ing to do with the movemeén:s of any troops 
or infantry, and he has not come to decide 
the fate of the barracks. He talks as if the 
post’s future did not stand In feopardy. 

Attended by his aide, Lieut. Quay and Col, 
Lee, Chief Quartermaster of the Depart- 
ment, Gen. Brooke reached Jefferson Bar- 
racks from Chicago Thursday morning, at 
8:27 o’clock, over the Iron Mountain road. . 

He was received at the station with cus- 
tomary honors by Major Wessels, comman- 
der of the post, and Troops A, D, H, K, 
I and B in full dress uniform. The party 
alighted from the coach to the boom of 
cannon and was escorted down the file of 
troopers presenting drawn sabers. 

The mule caravansary bearing the guests 
was escorted to the dwelling of the post 
commander, where Gen. Brooke is to Be 
entertained. There was a review in the 
afternoon. 

Gen. Brooke set about inspecting the post 
within an hour after his arrival. He was 
shown around by Major Wessels, with Or- 
derly John Hart hovering in the wake of 
the warriors, awaiting their slightest pleas- 
ure. First the old gray barracks were in- 
spected, then in turn the commissary and 
ordinance departments, the stables, the of- 
ficers’ quarters, the jail and a stray shot 
was taken at the old canteen. 

“There is nothing mysterious or secret 
about my visit and nothing of par- 
ticular moment to it,” said General 
Brooke. “It may be said openly that I 


command in assuming the new duties of 
Department Commander, and next, to de- 
termine upon the needs of the barracks, in 
the way of improvements. 

“Although for fourteen years I served in 
the Department of Missouri, before my late 
assignment in the Department of the Da- 
kota, I have not hitherto visited Jefferson 
Barracks. So I shall have only scant time 
dur'ng my stay here, till Friday evening, 
to become familiar with conditions, as I 
wish to know them. 

“As for improvements that may be made 
I can not, of course, say anything. That 
ts what I am here to Inquire Into. But the 
ant‘quity of many of the buildings,”’ Gen. 
Brooke continued, with a sweep of his hand 
toward the gray, old piles, long used as 
living quarters, “indicates that improve- 
ments are needed and whatever is needed, 
of course, will be afforded. I can not dis- 
cuss the probab'lities about these Improve- 
ments. I will not know for some time 
what buildings are to be erected.” 

The Commander of the Missouri wae 
asked what effect his visit might have upon 
the movement of troops or infantry. 

“Not a bit~—I am not here on anybody's 
else mission,”’ he answered. “What may be 
determined regarding the future of Jefferson 
Barracks I cannot even guess at this time. 
I do not hesitate to say that I Know of no 
intention of moving away any of the troops 
now here, nor of bringing in any infantry, 
as rumor has it slated.” 

“No one has any right to assume that 
this post is to be humiliated In rank or 
equipment. Indeed, proposed improvements 
argue quite to the contrary.”

Mr. Tillman (8. C.) took the floor on the 
pending amendment of Mr. Cannon (Utah), 
providing an export bounty on agricultural 
products.

The call disclosed fifty-four Senators pres- 
ent, nine more than a quorum, and Mr, T-.ll- 
man proceeded.

The Republican Senators sat quietly, 
apparently controlled by the caucus, refus- 
ing to @iscuss the iniquities of the bill and 
unanimously voting for the exactions in be- 
half of trusts and monopolies.

He said there should be a 
single rate on raw and. refined sugar g‘v- 
ing one-eighth of a cent-additional, which 
would make the rate plain. 

Mr. Jones concluded at 3.10 and Mr. Vest 
took the floor to speak on the sugar sched- 
ule.

NATIONAL CREDIT MEN. | 


Convention Hears Siatements | 
From Mercantile Agencies. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 10.—An open 
parliament following the reading of several 
papers was the programme at the forenoon 


session to-day of the second annual con- 
vention of the National Credit Men. The 
first paper was by A. L. Reddan of New 
Orleans, on “Mercantile Agencies,”’ and re- 
port of committee thereon. G. H. Hovey of 
Chicago took for his topic “‘Business Litera- 
ture,’’ and S&S. Conover of New York 
“Credit Department Methods.’’ In the 
numrous discussions that ensued the read- 
ing of the papers, the mercantile agencies 
were given an opportunity to address the 
convention and discuss the mercantile 
agency service. 

In Mr. Reddan’s absence his paper was 
read by : L. Glick of Cincinnati. It 
dwelt at length on the methods used by 
the mercantile agencies and suggested im- 
provements in the present system of re- 
porting. 

It was answered on the part of R. G. 
Dun & Co. by W. T. Rolph of Louisville, 
who declared that the mercantile agencies 
had improved as much in the last thirty 
years ag had electricity. The agencies were 
ever ready to assist the credit men in any 
way possible, but he thought some of the 
suggestions made by Mr. Reddan were not 
practicable. 

J. C. Swain of Kansas City answered for 
Bradstreet & Co., taking a similar stana 
with Rolph. 

Mr. O’Neill of Omaha talked about trade 
reporting. Eighty per cent of the reports 
which merchants receive in regard to the 
financial standing of other merchants, said 
he, come from lawyers, and 80 per cent of 
that is given without pay. 

His remarks were applauded. 

A lengthy discussion resulted in the 
adoption of a motion, offered by Mr. Stand- 
art of Denver, to the effect that it was the 
sense of the convention that mercantile 
agencies should use hieroglyphics in their 
reports indicating whether the rating of

That Spain has lost control of the Island 
of Cuba. 

Under this head will be grouped all the 
evidence proving the existence and main- 
tenance of a successful rebellion. The sec- 
tions and areas controlled by the Cuban in- 
surgents and by the Spanish will be esti- 
mated and contrasted. The note will then 
assert: 

That Spain has failed and is impotent to 
protect the lives and property of American 
citizens. 

The tale of destruction, death and disaster 
under this head is a heavy one. The re- 
ports of Consul General Lee, the American 
Consuls and the various affidavits of Ameri- 
can citizens will be appended as exhibits, 
together with a review of the claims al- 
ready filed. 

The third point is very grave: 

Spain has failed to comply with its treaty 
obligations. 

Every instance in which an American has 
been illegally arrested and confined will be 
adduced. The cold array will make a heavy 
account to liquidate. 

Under these three heads will be arranged 
the reasons why the United States now of- 
fers mediation. These facts are not sug- 
gested, but asserted. 

Following these statements, the report 
will become argumentative. 

First—It will go into the reasons why 
Spain cannot subdue the rebels. The fact 
that Spain is powerless to pacify the in- 
eurgents and potent only to starve and an- 
nihilate some thousands of innocent pa- 
Cificos will be exposed in plain but courteous 
Giplomatic phrases. 

Second—The note will suggest the effects 
naturally flowing from the recognition of 
either belligerency or independence of the 

bans. An intimation will be given that 

the United States is forced to recognize 

e independence of Cuba, the island will 
take its place and rank immediately, and 
by that very act, in the family of American 


nations. 
‘From and after that moment Spain will 


be an intruder, striving to force servitude 
on a people  psaggt ee y the aegis of the 
American policy.

SHOOTING I 
AN EASY DEATH 


ONLY A FEW ESCAPE TORTURE IN 
PHILIPPINE REBELLION. 


ROASTING PRIESTS COMMON. 


Both Spanish and Rebels Exert Ali 
Their Ingenuity to Devise New 
Modes of Torture. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., June 10.—To a cousin 
in Sioux City H. B. Glass, an American 
merchant in the Philippines, writes graph- 
ically of cruelties practiced there both by 
the Spaniards and the _ insurrectionary 
party, which, although on a smaller scale, 
surpass anything told of the butcheries of 


Weyler in Cuba. 
‘‘The horrors of warfare with the Ameri- 


can Indians,” he says, “the tales of the In- 
quisition, the barbarities of the Middle 
Ages, the punishments of a Chinese prison, 
are as nothing compared with the barbari- 
ties daily witnessed here. The combatants 
vie with each other in devising tortures 
and excrutiating methods of death for their 


risoners. The rebel who is court-mar- 
ialed and shot on his capture has reason 
to congratulate himself. To tell the truth, 
one cannot wonder that the Spanish offi- 
cers should deem death a fitting punish- 
ment for ther captives after the treat- 
ment to which their own men are subjected 
when they fall into the rebels’ hands. But 
it would seem that the execution of the 
death sentence would be considered the ex- 
treme length to which men enw | them- 
selves civilized should feel justified in go- 
ing. It is actually the mildest punishment 
they know. 

“The rebels, on the other hand, say they 
would be glad to fight according to the 
rules of civilized warfare were they not 
forced to retaliatory measures by the Span- 
ijards. For my part I do not believe this. 
Some of the leaders of the uprising are 
humane and moderate men, but the rank 
and file are savages, whose touch of civili- 
zation only makes them more ingenious in 
the devise of tortures for their victims.

Republican government in Illinois was 
not always so degraded in the executive 
arm.

OUR ANARCHIST MAYOR. 
| St. Louis has an Anarchist Mayor. An 
Anarchist is a man who defies the laws 
and advises other people to defy them. 
Mayor Ziegenhein has flouted the law 
against smoking and spitting in the street 
cars and advised others to violate it. He 
said to the members of the visiting Nur- 
serymen’s Association: 


“We have a law here which says yout 
shall not smoke while occupying certain 
Seats in the street cars, but I want you 
nurserymen to distinctly understand that 
you can smoke wherever you please. No 
matter whether you have a 25-cent cigar or 
@ S-cent ‘2-for,’ smoke all you please. 

“We also have a law against spitting on 
the floor of street cars. I will say to you 
gentlemen that you may Spit as often as 
you please on the floor of any street car in 
this great convention city. If the conductor 
jumps on you just tell him you are a nur. 
seryman and that I told you to spit. Then 
if he doesn’t let you alone, already, and a 
polleeman comes after you, go with him 
to the station. Then get telephone connec- 
tions with the Mayor's office. I will order 
you released at onee, 

“And if you take a notion to spit on the 
car ceiling instead of the floor, why, just 
spit-on the ceiling. I will see you through 
tafely while you are our guests, no mat- 
ter what you do.”’

He ignores the right, power and 
duty of the government, expressed in the 
law, to redeem a large part of our re- 
deemable currency in silver. He admits 
the disease, but denies the obvious and 
legal remedy. But in the closing part Of 
the paper, in providing means, as he can- 
didly admits, fo? getting the silver ques- 
tion “thoroughly under control,” Mr. Lit- 
tle proposes that silver certificates, in de- 
nominations under ten dollars, shall be 
issued in exchange for silver dollars, and 
that silver certificates of a larger denom- 
ination shall be redeemed with silver coin 
and cancelled. 

And at this point the inconsistency of 
his entire scheme appgars. For in safe- 
guarding the government against a run 
of silver coin and certificate holders for 
gold, he stipulates that, to meet such an 
emergency, the government shall redeem 
40 per cent of the silver certificates in 
silver. 

In other words, while insisting that the 
government shall not now pay silver to 
protect the gold reserve, Mr. Little ad- 
mits that such payment is an easy way of 
avoiding danger, and that it should be 
adopted after the greenbacks have been 
retired and the National Banks are flood- 
ing the country with their corporation 
credit paper money. 

We use the word “flooding” advisedly, 
for Mr, Little admits that his scheme is 
one of “inflation.” Not an inflation of 
money of “intrinsic value.” Not an infla- 
tion of coin money; of cash money; of 
money of any commodity value at all. 
But, to use his own words: “The large 
increase in bank notes that would be 
brought about by the changes in the 
banking laws -aiermed yw, wosld satisfy 
<ne most ambitious inflationist.”’ 

The power to inflate the paper currency 
involves the power to contract that cur- 
rency, and the Little “plan,” if made a 
law, would involve also the power to wipe 
out the entire silver circulation under 
that provision of it which authorizes the 
government to cancel silver certificates 
after redeeming them. 

A little extension of this power, on the 
lines already suggested by Mr. Carlisle, 
would force the retirement of all silver 
nor pe “as a means of maintaining par- 

y.”

NEW WORK-HOUSE WANTED. 


A Plan to Save Tax-Payers in East 
St. Louis. 


Chief of Police Herman Hauss of East St. 
Louis wants a county Workhouse estab- 
lished at Falling Springs, seven miles 
southeast of East St. Louis, and the sys- 
tem of sending East St. Louis prisoners 
to Belleville abolished. 

“My plan,”’ said he, “is to ask the co- 
operation of the St. Clair County author!- 
ties, the Belleville City Council and the 
East St. Louis authorities in the purchase 
of rock quarries at Falling Springs, where 
we can send prisoners jointly for minor 
misdemeanors. By* conducting the Work- 
house economically I believe it can be made 
& paying investment. 

“Hundreds of prisoners are sent from 
East St. Louis to Belleville annually, and 
East St. Louis is burdened with not only 
the railroad fare, but must bear the 
cost of boarding the prisoners while they 
are serving their sentences in the Work- 
house, which is no small item of. expense. 

“The present system is a good thing for 
the railroads and those individuals in Belle- 
ville who board our prisoners, but it seems 
an extravagant, if not altogether useless 
outlay of the people’s money.

TIME RACE WITH 
NO TIME RECORD. 


PECULIAR STATUS OF THE FOR- 
EST PARK ROAD RACE. 


FIRST DECISION WILL STAND. 


Timers Relied on Guess Work and 
Conover Is the Only Winner 
With an Official Record. 


The decision of Referee Clifford B. Allen 
Wednesday afternoon that the winners of 
the time prizes in the 1897 Forest Park road 
race should stand as at the first announce- 
ment was what was expected. Errors 
were found, and plenty of them, but they 
could not change the result. There was 
quite a crowd of bicycle racing men and 
their friends in attendance at the referee's 
office, as well as Stockhoff, Conover and 
Kreidler, the three men most concerned, 

The referee went fully into the whole 
case, and the result shows as unfounded 
the general claim of timers at road races 


that the time of every rider to finish Is 
taken by them. 

In the race im question three riders were 
ghown to have finished together. They were 
Nos, 10, 44 and 11. No. 10 was Stockhoff, 
44 was Greene, a 6:30 minute man, and No. 
11 was Kreidler. The timers caught only 
Greene, and estimated the time of the other 
two from the handicap under which Greene 

ode. Conover did not finish with this 

unch, and there was no dispute as to his 
time. The timers caught Greene’s time 
as 61 minutes flat. Mr. Allen took this for 
his basis, and figured out the time of Stock- 
hoff and Kreidler, who finished poet ahead 
of him and behind him as named. 

The referee took the official timekeepers’ 
records, which showed that the time was 
¢aken only of the men who finished in the 
two minute bunch. The time for that two 
minute bunch was based on Greene, who 
was between Stockhoff and Kreidler. The 
referee held that, with Greene’s time 61 
minutes flat, Stockhoff must have finished 
the fraction of a second inside of 64 min- 
wtes, and Kreidler the (fraction of 
a second outside of minutes. 
The records showed that the _ timers 
had caught Conover’s time at 54 minutes 
flat. So it was held that Stockhoff had 
won the first time prize, Conover second 
and Kreidler third. All the parties were 
geatisfied, save the friends of Conover, one 
of whom made the remark as they walked 
out: ‘We want no more Forest Park road 
races in ours.” 

Kreidler, who is a very gentlemanly 

oung man, thanked the referee for the 

rouble he had taken in fhe matter, and 
apologized for the protest he had made, He 
eaid he would never have questioned the 
decision or made the claim except that he 
had believedthatStockhoff’s time was right. 

The referee found it wrong, but the error 
did not affect the winners as they were 
originally announced. 

e status of the race is a peculiar one. 

It was a time race, but there is no official 
record of the time made by any of the 
winners, save Conover, who was second.

M’KINLEY PROSPERITY PUTS A 
CRIMP IN EDUCATION. 


LOCAL UNIVERSITY SUFFERS. 


Loss of Pupils and Shrinkage in Se- 
curities Necessitates Retrenchment 
at Washington Univorsity. 


The continued business depression, with 
its consequent demand for retrenchment 
and eccnomy, has made several changes 
necessary at the Washington University. 
As told in Wednesday’s Post-Dispatch, the 
directors have decided to let out three, and 
possibly four, instructors at the close of 
the scholastic year, June 15. 

Resignations have been asked from Ellis 
Lazel, instructor in chemistry; John L. Van 
Arnum, instructor in civil engineering, and 
W. H. Boehm, instructor in mechanical en- 


gineering.

The year now closing has proven the 
hardest one of the panic for the university. 
There has been a decided scaling down of 
the revenue from investments, in some in- 
stances not one-half the normal rate be- 
ing obtained. This in itself was an em- 
barrassment. Then the tuition did not foot 
up so well.as in former years, and the dl- 
rectors faced a losing enterprise. Reports 
of Eastern colleges and universities are 
shown to support the statement that this 
condition is not, peculiar to Washington 
University, It is stated Harvard last year 
had a decided deficit. In almost every in- 
stance the loss occurs in precisely the man- 
ner it does to the St. Louls institution. 

The Chancellor sees no indication of a 
successful competition with his university. 
There is, he says, no perceptible drain in 
the school’s fleld 

Parents are not sending their children to 
school, because they can not afford it. It 
has become necessary to reduce home ex- 
penses and the child suffers with those who 
are older. 

It is only within the past three years 
the attendance has been affected, In the 
manual training department the loss is 
most noticeable. Where three years ago 
there were over 300 pupils, not quite 200 are 
there now. 

In other departments the falling off has 
been considerable lighter. 

The parents of those studying the man- 
ual arts are mostly of a class first affected 
by business conditions and a decrease was 
expected. There have been some withdraw- 
18. however, of members of wealthy fami- 
“I look ‘for an improvement here,” said 
Prof. Chaplin, “and the directors believe 
with me that this department will improve 
next year. If it does no instructor will be 
removed.-This is a very impurtant work, and 
we are loath to curtail it in any particu- 


ar, 

“There will be no professors removed. 
With the instructors uncer them gone, they 
will simply have to work harder. The course 
of study, or the thoroughness of instruction 
will not be impaired. 

“As I say, we look for brighter things 
next year, but we must be prepared for 
what comes.’’

The convention got together slowly, it be- 
ing 10:30 o’clock before President Joy could 
Summon a sufficient number of delegates 
to warrant him in rapping for order.

ank of Knobnoster, on 
Banks.”’ It was a protest . against ‘the 
mighty prejudice’’’ which he claims exists

The writer said it was high 
time the bankers formulated their objections 
to the unfairness and insist on having 
at awe A before the law.

He counseled the cultivation 
of the County Assessor, before whom many 
inequalities may disappear. 

Mr. Huston of Marshall moved a reconsid- 
eration of the vote by which the constitu- 
tion and by-laws were adopted, in order to 
offer an amendment. By unanimous con- 
sent he proposed to strike out the word 
broker in the paragraph concerning admis- 
sion to membership, and inserting ‘‘such 
bond and stock brokers as may be invited to 
become members by the Council of Adminis- 
tration.”’ This was adopted without dissent. 

The Committee on. Resolutions reported, 
expressing the thanks of the Convention to 
the St. Louls clearing house and the officers 
of the Association, which were adopted. 

Mr. J. B. Thomas of Albany offered the 
following, which met .with unanimous en- 
dorsement: 

“Whereas, the passage of the so-called 
Slate Bill and th: Anti-Preference Bill by 
the late Legislature of Missouri, was begot- 
ten, we believe, of a misconception in the 
mind of the General Assembly regarding the 
true magnitude and needs of the financial 
and commercial interests of the great State 
of Missouri: and 

“Whereas, Gov. Stephens, giving cogent 
and forcible reasons for his action, 
vetoed both bills, thus defeating laws the 
operation of which would have interfered 
greatly with the conduct of business, and 
especially with the granting of credits in 
this State, without producing the additional 
revenue intended; therefore, 

“Resolved, That the action of the Gov- 
ernor in the premises meets with our hearty 
commendation and furnishes assurances 
that the strong arm of the law will be used 
during his administration to protect and 
not to destroy.’’ 

Walker Hill, G. W. Garrels and Secretary 

ays were appointed a committee to ar- 
range for transportation of delegates to the 
American National Bankers’ Association 
in Detroit. 

Mr. W. Frank Street of St. Louls read 
from the “Banking and Law Journal” an 
article by himself giving in detail the laws 
and rules eevee the St. Louis clearing 
house, which was listened to with interest.

is one of the conditions of preventing the 
recurrence of such periods of stagnat:on or 
at least of making their burden lighter, if 
they do recur. 

“There is need of two entirely distinct 
institutions in our present educational sys- 
tem to provide for this more thorough-go- 
ing business training: First—The commer- 
cial high school in the sphere of secondary 
training. Second—The school of finance and 
economy in the college or higher Aeniangg 

“The feasibility of this latter scheme has 
been amply proven by the experience of 
the University of Pensylvania, which es- 
tablished some fifteen years ago in the 
Wharton School of Finance and Economy 
a college course for those students who 
were looking forward to entering business 
life. The course has been a success from 
whatever point of view it may be regarded, 
and it has produced a marked effect upon 
the attitude of our higher institutions of 
learning toward this subject. The faculty 
of the University of Chicago has just fin- 
ished considering a somewhat _§ similar, 
though a much broader plan, looking to the 
same end, and has finally approved a pro- 
posed curriculum. The department will be 
established as soon as the funds can be 
made available. The University of Cali- 
fornia is examining the same pevrert with 
great care, and there is little doubt in tne 
opinion of some of the best- judges that it 
will soon establish a department of com- 
merce and industry. 

“No city has yet undertaken to establish 
a commercial high school, but the question 
has been fully considered in the School 
Board of Philadelphia, and that board, dur- 
ing the last month, approved the estab- 
lishment of such a school by a unanimous 
vote, and it has hoped to open the institu- 
tion at the very latest one year from the 
coming September. A committee of the 
Board of Education of the city of New 
York have unanimously recommended the 
establishment of such a school in that city. 
The President of the School Board of the 
city of Chicago has warmly recommended 
the establishment of a similar institution in 
that city. And there is little doubt that in 
all three of these cities ere long a high 
school with a curriculum three or four 
years in length will be established on an 
equal plan with the other existing schools, 
fully Sqnipper for general educational work 
in this field. "peg 

“‘I desire to emphasize here the fact that 
we are not asking for a special school, in 
the sense of a trade school, but for @ school 
with a liberal or general curriculum, based, 
however, in its most essential elements up- 
on the study of commerce, trade and in- 
dustry in all their ramifications, instead of 
upon the study of language or natural 
science, though both. of these subjects will 
enter as important elements naturally into 
the curriculum of the proposed school. We 
are pleading for an educational institution, 
first of all, but an educational institution 
which will answer one of the most funda- 
mental needs of our modern American life. 

“Certainly the cities of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City in this State ought to establish 
such commercial high schools. I am sure 
the mere announcement that such an insti- 
tution is to be opened would be met with a 
sufficient number of enrollments to make 
it a success from the Los pppoe, & The most 
striking characteristic of our present sys- 
tem of high schools is the decreasing num- 
ber of vers to be found in them as com- 
pared with the girls. The adoption of the 
element which I am pleading for would un- 
doubtedly restore the equilibrium. If these 
two cities were to establish such schools 
which might serve as models for other 
cities to imitate as they should become 
able to do so, we might safely leave the 
gradual extension of this part of education 
to the future. 

‘There are at least two great educationa! 
institutions of high rank in the State of 
Missouri which ought to establish a col- 
lege course based in the same way upon 
the study of trade and industry and offer- 
ing special facilities for the study of these 
subjects to college students. In Washing- 
ton University the city of St. Louis has an 
institution founded upon a singularly broad 
and liberal basis,singularly free from all em. 
barrassing affiliations, an Institution which 
every citizen of St. Louls ought to be proud 
to support and to help. © better place 
in the country could be devised for the es- 
tablishment of such a college course as I 
am pleading for. The example set by Mr. 
Joseph Wharton, who endowed the course 
referred to in the University of Pennsylvan- 
ia, is one which could be followed with 
progs by some liberal meres _peroon in 

t Louis in connection. with ashington 
University. 


“In the University of Missour!l at Co- 
lumbia you have an jnstitution of which 
every citizen of this great State ought to 
be proud, and in whose welfare every citi- 
zen of this State ought to take the keenest 
interest. Here also ought to be provided one 
of these courses of study. Why will you 
organize at public expense a course of 
training in P hay State University for the 
lawyer, or for the physician, for the en- 
gineer, for the architect, the farmer or the 
teacher, and still refuse to provide for the 
education of that other large and equally 
as important class, the business man. It

“The control of our society is passing for 
all practical purposes more and more

ypen any other single element in our midst. 
If we are to raise high the standard of 
culture until we,shall stand distinctly at 
the head of modern nations tn al] those 
things which concern the higher interests 
of life, education, art, music, as well as in 
the industry and commerce more depends 
upon what our business classes, as a whole, 
are than upon any other one factor in our 
society. They must be brought to an ever 
increasing extent under the influence of 
higher education. 

“The only feasible way of dol this is to 
provide in connection with our ‘higher in- 
stitutions of learning, our high schools, 
colleges and universities, courses of etudy 
which will attract the future merchant, the 
future railroad organizer, the future banker, 
the future Insurance man, as inevitab!

HAD EPILEPSY AND A JAG. 


A Young Polish Jew in Hard Luck 
Has an Experience Steve 
Brodie Might Envy. 


Arthur Zelinsky, the young Polish Jew 
who jumped from the center span of the 
Eads bridge Wednesday, is in the City Lios- 
pital under treatment for epilepsy. He its 
none the worse for his thrilling experience, 
and the only injury he suffered was a 
slight bruise of the right shoulder muscles. 


Zelinsky has been subject to epileptic fits 
from childhood. To this can be traced his 
attempt at suicide. His physical infirmity 
has prevented him from obtaining steady 
employment. With a younger brother he has 
lived at 1000 South Seventh street. 

Zelinsky has supported himself by such 
odd jobs as he could pick up, and, even han- 
dicapped as he was, managed to save sume 
money. But for two months he has been 
unable to obtain employment, and his sav- 
ings were soon exhausted, His younger 
brother shared his earnings wiih him, but 
Zelinsky grew morbid and cespondent. 

Tuesday night he first threatened to de- 
atroy himself, and he spoke of it to several 
friends. They took it as a joke, and one 
of them laughingly said: 

“If you do I'll treat the gang to a keg of 
beer.’ 

Zelinsky had been drinking and his brain 
was not as clear as it might have been. 
He took the remark seriously and though 
gaying nothing, he made up his mind that 
he was not wanted and would be better off 
dead. 

That was Tuesday night. Wednesday 
morning Zelinsky started out on his daily 
hunt for employment. He claims to be un- 
able to remember going on the hridge. He 
recalls that he thought of suicide and of 
the remark made the night before. But 
he says he was not in his right mind when 
he leaped from the center span to the 
river, feet below. 

It was about 5:30 in the afternoon and 
there were a number of pedestrians cross- 
ing the. bridge. Zelinsky walked to the 
center and climbing over the railing reached 
the projecting platform before the br:dge. 
watchman could get to him. Without a 
word he jumped. His toes caught in the 
telegraph wires just outside the platform 
and his body turned completely over in the 
descent. He struck the water head fore- 
most. He held his breath and several sec- 
onds later came up within twenty feet of 
where he struck the water. 

Zelinsky is an expert swimmer and he 
immediately began to paddle. Two skiffs 
were lowered from the tug Mississippi, and 
five men went after the man, They over- 
touk him at Olive street and hauled him 
out of the water. , 

Zelinsky was sent to the City Hospital, 
where he is under treatment for his ail- 
ment. He denied that he was conscious 
of what he was doing when he jumped. He 
claimed that his unconsciousness was due 
to the aproach of an epileptic attack. He 
said he had no desire to commit suicide, 
but he had been in pretty hard luck for 
the last two months.

LUTHERAN SYNOD. 


The Report on the Work of Foreign 
Missions Presented. 


MANSFIELD, O., June 10.—At the meet- 
ing of the Lutheran Synod to-day the re- 
port of the Board of Foreign Missions was 
Presented.

WANTS DAMAGES. 


A Negro Accused a White Man of 
Holding Him Up and Got 
Sued for Libel. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MACON, Mo., June 10.—In December, 
Jackson Griffin, colored, the owner of 7530 
acres of land on the Chariton River, worth 
$15,000, came to Macon and reported to the 
Grand-jury that his neighbor, Wayne Simp- 
son, with a shotgun held him up on the 
evening of December 12 in a road passing 
through the brush, and demanded that Grif- 
fin deed him 182 acres of land and assign 
him a note on another party for $200, or 
he would blow his brains out. Griffin re- 
ported Simpson threatened to kill him if 
he informed on him. 
No one else witnessed the hold-up. Grif- 
fin says to get released from Simpson he 
promised to comply with the demands. Grif- 
fin then went ‘home and accompanied by 
neighbors he rushed to Macon without com- 
plying to Stmpson’s demands. 
The Grand-jury did not indict Simpson for 
the reason it would be difficult to convict 
without a corroboration, as Simpson would 
deny the hold-up and threats. 
Fearing to return to his farm Griffin has 
ever since remained in Macon with his 
brother, Craig Griffin, another well-to-do 
colored man. 
January 1, Griffin wrote to a neighbor say- 
ing that it was Simpson who held him u 
and threatened his life. January 15 Jac 
Griffin transferred to Craig Griffin his 750 
acres for $4,000 and Craig assumed the $6,000 
mortgage on the farm and other debts 
against Jack, who made the deal because 
he was afraid to return home. 
Simpson got hold of Jack’s letter and in 
February last he sued Jack Griffin for libel, 
asking for $5,000 damages for charging him 
ae the hold-up. Simpson dentes Griffins 
cnarzZze. 
On the witness stand last night Griffin 
positively declared Simpson was the man 
who held him up and made the threats. 
Griffin is a bachelor and draws $30 pension 
per month. Simpson is married and has 
some children. Griffin is a shrewd negro 
and made a splendid witness and a good 
impression on the witness stand. 
Simpson testified this morning germ Bony 
charges entirely. He admitted he met Grif- 
fin, but says it was near Dec. 1, and then he 
only talked with Griffin about business mat- 
ters and buying land. Simpson was not able 
financially to buy the land. No one else 
witnessed the alleged hold-up and threats. 
Griffin proved by two or three witnesses 
that he was on the road home the evening 
of Dec. 12, and that Simpson was seen out 
hunting with his shot-gun the same even- 
ing. Both sides had several witnesses on 
other points. The case hinges on Griffin’s 
and Simpson’s evidence.

DENVER, June 10.—DeWolf Hopper and 
his opera company, traveling in a special 
train over the Union Pacific, covered the 
distance of 573 miles from Topeka to Denver 
in eleven hours and two minutes. The train

This is probably the fastest long distance 
run ever made by a heavy train. he aver- 
age time for the entire distance was 51.9 
miles per hour.

John Withnell Green Fined $100 for 
Playing Beast. 


Mrs. Mary C. Green appeared in Judge

He demanded money and 
wanted $100. Mrs. Green had not that much 
money, but gave him 65 cents, all she had.

Green sent her other two sons for a police- 


man. 

Sergeant Johnson went to the house. On 
the witness stand the Sergeant said when 
he arrived John was in his room. The door 
was locked. At Mrs. Green’s request tho 
door was broken open. The young man 
gave vent to the most fearful oaths and 
cursed his mother and brothers for calling 
the officer. 

It was shown that on Jan. 18 Young Green 
was fined $5 on a similar charge.

FENDERS MUST 


BE LIFE SAVERS. 


COUNCILMAN HECKEL TO INTRO- 
DUCE A NEW ORDINANCE. 


WANTS AN AUTOMATIC DEVICE. 


The Fenders Now in Use Are Farcical 
and Inflict More Harm Than 
They Do Good. 


Acting on the suggestion of the Post- 
Dispatch, Mr. Geo. Heckel will introduce 
in the City Council Friday evening an or- 
dinance requiring street railway companies 
to equip their cars with automatic fenders. 

The present ordinance, approved March 
28, 18%, requires the companies to provide 
fenders and front and rear wheel guards. 
pene fenders must project beyond the 
ront platform, but the design may be any 
he ich the Board of Public Improvements 

as certified in writing meets its approval. 

he board has taken the position that it

= nance. It was advised by the City

constructed to act as a life saver. 

Mr. Heckel introduced an ordinance at 
the last session, but the committee to which 
it was referred recommended that it be 
filed on the — that, 
having recently equipped their cars with 
fenders under the existing ordinance, it 
would be a hardship to compel them to 
make a change. 
ar. Heckel thinks sufficient time has 
elapsed now to warrant more. stringent

His ordinance will be more definite than 
the one introduced last session.

It is made the duty of the board to make 
or cause to be made, at least once a year, 
a thorough examination and inspection of 
all fenders and wheel-guards and condemn 
all defective and unfit fenders. 

Any company violating the ordinance may 
be fined not less than $100, and every day’s 
violation will constitute a separate offense. 

For the protection of the companies it is 
made a misdemeanor and punishable by a 
fine of from $10 to $50 for any person to get 
upon a fender, whether or not the car isin 
iors’ when the person is not in danger of 

The existing fender ordinance is repealed. 

Mr. Heckel said Thursday: “There might 
almost as well be no fenders at all as the 
Ones now in use on most of the St. Louis 
lines. In an inquest recently held the man- 
ager of one of the roads testified before 
the Coroner. that there is not a fender in 
use in the city which may be implicitly re- 
lied on to save human life. I doubt if there 
is a line on which one or more persons have 
not been killed since adopting the crude 
designs now in use. These fenders are four 
or five inches above the street and they 
climb over the body of a person which they 
Strike, terribly bruising or crushing out 
his life, even if he escapes the wheels. 

‘The Suburban road purchased an auto- 
matic fender, but it was designed to be 
placed just in front of the Wheels and as 
the ordinance provides that it must ex- 
tend beyond the front platform, the board 
could not approve it, and it had to be so 
modified as to work by hand. 

Some of the companies are using de- 
vices which can only be called fenders by 
the farthest reach of imaigination. 

An official of the Olive street line told 
me that company would not replace its 
wooden bars with an improved device until 
forced to. 

“It is*claimed that an effective automatic 
device cannot be operated on the St. Louis 
streets. Every street car in Cincinnati is 
equipped with them and hardly a day passes 
that a life is not saved by them. 

“The Post-Dispatch was right in editor- 
lally demanding more adequate legislation 
on the fender question. I mean to see if, 
with the support of the press, it cannot be 
obtained.”’ 


NORMAL CLASS COURSE. 


No More Graduates After September 
of Next Year. 

Prof. Soldan, Superintendent of the Pub- 
lic Schools, says there are now 500 candi- 
dates on the waiting list for positions as 
teachers and some of them have heen wait- 
ing since 1894. Hence he is supporting Direc- 
tor Brown's resolution, presented at the 
last meeting of the Board to close the Nor- 
mal School course after September, 1898. 

President Coste and Director Studniczka 
agree upon the imperative necessity of such 
a course. 

“The proposition is to exclude pupils from 
the Normal course, beginning in September, 
1898, until there is some prospect of posi- 
tions being found for them when they grad- 
uate. It was framed with the humane pur- 
pee of giving notice to those who had the 

ormal Course in view.”’

He says she may 
not recover. 

On May 6 she killed her husband, John 
Tyler, on South Seventh street. Tyler was 
drinking and Maggie hurled an iron shoe 
last at hiss as he started downstairs. 

The last struck him on the back of the 
neck and paralyzed him. He died the fol- 
lowing day at the City Hospital. Maggie 
was arrested. She became ill and was 
transferred from the jail to the Hospital. 
She grew worse and an operation was néc- 
essary to save her life.

ODD BANKING TRANSACTION. 


First National of Kansas City Appeals 
From an Adverse Decision. 


A peculiar banking transaction will be 
laid before the next session of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Thursday morning the record in the case 


of the First National Bank of Kansas City 
against J. W. Rush of Larned, Kas., to 
recover $3,780 loaned on a eigen ae 4 note, 
was filed with Clerk Jordan of the Ap- 
pellate Court. 

The bank appeals. Rush not only beat it 
in the lower court but secured a judgment 
of $2,048.62 damages. . 

According to the bill of complaint the 
bank on Feb. 5, 1894, loaned Rush $3,780 for 
60 days. On June 29, of the same year, it 
received $740 on account. The suit was 
brought to recover the balance. 

Rush, in his answer, acknowledges the 
loan, but avers he delivered to the bank as 
collateral security 64 shares of capital stock 
of the First National Bank of Dighton, 
Kas., and 10 shares of capital stock of the 
First National Bank of Ness City, Kas., all 
of which stock was valued at $100 a share 
and fully paid up. a. 

The answer states on’“June 29, 1894, with- 
out notifying the defendant the stock was 
sold and that the salé was a mere sham 
for the purpose of enabling the plaintiff to 
convert the stock and that no money was 
actually paid. It is charged that the bank 

urepened the stock for its own use and 

enefit.

Over two hundred bids on annual street 
repairs, made Tuesday to the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements will be thrown out and 
a reletting ordered. 

A great many bids were what is called 
“unbalanced bids.”” That is for some items 
of work outrageously high figures were put 
in and for others they were ridiculously low. 

Members of the Board believe the bids in- 
dicate that some of the qontractors were in- 
formed as to the amount of work to be done 
on each item. They insinuate that this in- 
formation was obtained by collusion in the 
street department. 

,The bids were referred to the Committee 
on Street Department, composed of Commis- 
sioners Milner and Stone and President Mc- 
Math. They will report to the Board Fri- 


day. 

President McMath chargés 
schedule of repairs contains 
quantities and fictitious items. 

. e man who drew that schedule,”’ he 
said, “evidently did not know his 
business. It calls for work which can 
not be done under repair contracts. For 
instance, bids are asked for grading streets 
and alleys for reconstruction. Now, that 
work is not done by repair contractors. I 
don’t suppose Mr. Milner drew the schedule, 
but he presented it to the board and must 
| have known what it contained. Of course, 
knowing that. no grading work would be 
done, some of the contractors put in low 
bids for that class of work and high ones 
for other classes of which they knew there 
would be a great deal done. Therefore, 
while their bids were seemingly the lowest 
they would not be found so, when the full 
amounts were figured up at the end of the 
ear. . 

“Then there is the item of granitoid side- 
walk repairs in the southern part of ths 
city. There are none down there. There 
are other items included which will not be 
necessary, and in some cases the quanti- 
ties are imaginary.” 

Street Commissioner Milner comes for- 
ward with a plausible explanation. He 
said: 

“The schedule is the same as the con- 
tracts have been let under for twenty 
rears. There has always been unbalanced 
idding. It is done in the Sewer Depart- 
ment, and all the others. It can not be 
prevented because we can not foresee how 
much of the different classes of work will 
be needed. 

“Several things were provided for last 
year which could not be done because the 
appropriation for repairs was cut down. 
The contractors know their business, They 
have been bidding for years. They can és- 
t'mate as accurately as we can the proba- 
ble extent of the various classes of work. 
They assume that the appropriation this. 
year will also be cut down and some kind 
of work again left undone and make out | 
their bids accordingly. They are simply 
speculating on the probabilities. If a good 
deal of work -should be ordered done for 
which they made low bids in the expecta- 
tion that there would be little they would 
be in a hole. They simply take the 
chances. 

“This yeur they have taken larger 
chances than usual because times are hard. 

‘The only remedy is for the city to do fits 
own repairing. When the asphalt people | 
tried to hold us up we took the repair work 
on our own hands and have saved the city | 
$6,000 by doing it. |
